System sf Highways.
"To the bureau a national systei

of highways means such arrange
ments of improved roads as will f
most accurately into the existing ai
rangements of the centers of produt
tion and of the facilities of distribu
tion and will function most efficient!
in the process of transporting the n<
cessities of life from the farms, tb
mines and the forests to the exlstln
centers of distribution and of carrj
ing the products of manufacture 1
the markets and to the ultimate cor
sumers.

cases, an interstate highway crossir

Set the points with a
thin dime; If you haven't got a dime
borrow one from your nearest neighbor.
Now throw the plug Into your ash

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PROPER CARBURETOR
ADJUSTMENT NEEDED

Fuel Economy Obtained in' This
Manner Bather Than Through

Articles Advertised.
Automobile owners who are bavins

trouble getting mileage out of their
gasoline consumption may find that
by having their carburetors adjusted
carefully Increases In fuel economy
can be obtained.
This Is the advice given by the AssociatedAdvertising Clubs in a bulletinissued by Its vigilance committeereporting investigation of claims

made for a carburetor advertised as
sure to save one-half to one-third on
fuel and to Increase the power of any
motor from 30 to 50 per net.
The buKetin states that tests made

by the United States bureau of ^andardswas to the effect that the extravagantlyadvertised carburetor
showed no marks of superiority over
ethers, and that the government bureaustated great numbers of automobilesare being operated with a
considerable excess of fuel under averageconditions and careful readjustmentof the carburetors would in
many cases bring about worth while
economy. The government bureau
also pointed out that the apparent superiorityof some carburetors for
which overdrawn claims are made Is
due to the care with which they are
adjusted, says the bulletin.
